New developm ents in the six- 
m onth battle by council to pre­ 
vent additional liquor licenses 
arose out of the protest filed by 
the council against an off-sale li­

Stores, Barney Ostrow and Ar­ 
thur Wolpe, proprietors. 
In a 
three-hour 
hearing 
held 
here 
M arch 10 before state board ex­ 
am iners, the city presented its 
stand th at the num ber of licen­ 
ses here far exceeded the state 
board's ratio of one per 1,000 pop­ 
ulation. 
W ord came to the city last 
week th at the city’s protests had 
been denied on recom m endation 
of th e office qf G eorge Stout, liq- 
our adm inistrator and City A ttor­ 
ney Colegate at once filed a tele­ 
graphic protest. T hen the deci­ 
sion was reversed and official 
word came Tuesday th a t the ap­ 
plication had been denied. 


NOT AT AN END 


Then came the press dispatches 
w hich indicated W illiam Bonelli 
w ould ask the city to send its 
mayor, city m anager and chief of 
police to Sacram ento to explain 
its stand on the 1 to 1,000 ratio.

EASTER 
Easter is the feast of the Resurrec­ 
tion. Easter means the feast of April, 
the spring month. St. Bede tells us 
the old English Saxons used to call 
this month Easter after one of their 
goddesses. 
On Easter, Jesus Christ our Lord 
and Redeemer rose from the tomb, a 
glorious Victor over sin and death. 
The Resurrection was heralded by 
prophets and by Christ. It was wit­ 
nessed by the Apostles. It was per­ 
petually commemorated and preach­ 
ed to us by the Church in the liturgi­ 
cal feast of Easter. It is the continua­ 
tion of the Jewish Pasch. 
The feast of Easter gains a strong­ 
er significance from its connection 
with the feast of the Passover which 
was its type and which it fulfilled. 


The dream of Redemption is strik­ 
ingly represented in the liturgy of 
Holy Week, the great festival really 
commences in the liturgy of Holy 
Saturday. 


In early times the Mass of this day 
was celebrated in the night preced­ 
ing Easter Sunday, and for a thou­ 
sand years it was not customary to 
offer the Holy Sacrifice on Saturday, 
during which the lifeless body of 
Jesus lay in the tomb. 


This is a time fruitful in graces and 
the Church uses the words of the 
prophet, Ezekiel, to rouse us to ap­ 
preciation and gratitude — “I saw 
water floating from the right side of 
the temple. Alleluia; and all to whom 
that 
water came 
were 
s a v e d , 
Alleluia.”

From coast to coast, the training program of Torney nurses w ill 
be viewed by theatre patrons. "H earst M ovietone News of the D ay," 
sent their ace team of news m en, Frank King (camera) and Carl D. 
B jerre (sound), to Torney last Monday, March 27, to film action 
shots of th e program as it is conducted on this post. 


Under the supervision of Sgt. 
"Tex" Salkeld, swimming instruc­ 
tor, many shots of the functional 
swimming course were made in 
the Torney plunge. Salkeld put 
the nurses through their paces by 
having them 
inflate 
barracks 
bags and mattress covers to serve 
as emergency life preservers and 
buoys. A nurse carried in a litter 
supported by four barracks bags, 
and towed by swimming nurses, 
was one of the principal demon­ 
strations put on for the camera. 


UNDER WATER SHOTS 


Shots of members of the corps 
jumping into the water in swim­ 
ming suits covered by full uni­ 
form were followed by pictures 
of two nurses going off the high 
spring board and disrobing in 
the water.
